Tax rate is $68.40 


Assessor Anthony Krzminski set the tax rate, Tuesday, for 
Fiscal Year 1977 at $68.40. This rate represents an increase of 
$4.40 over that of 1976. 

The Supplemental Cherry Sheet, which was released just a 
few days ago, from the Department of Taxation of 
Massachusetts returned the sum of $262,466 to Wilmington. 
This, according to Mr. Krzminski, saved $2 on the tax rate for 
Wilmington property owners. ‘ 

Both school costs and general government costs are in- 
creased, for the coming year. School costs, on the tax rate will 
be $42.08. In the year just past it was $40.95. General govern- 
ment will be $26.32. It was $23.05. 

The tax rate is based on a valuation of $147,131,870, which is an 
increase of $3,552,615 in property valuation in one year, in 
Wilmington. 

The total amount of money to be raised is $15,023,728, and of 
this $4,959,908 is coming from Receipts and Available Funds. 
This represents a drop, in that in last figures over $5 million was 
available. The Town of Wilmington had a drop of $103,306 in 
receipts and available funds in one year.

Senator Ronald MacKenzie has been in- 
dicted by a Federal Grand Jury. It is an 
awkwardmbusiness. The senator is one of 
two accused of extortion from a New York 
firm. 

It does not seem possible the senator will 
have his day in court until after the 
November elections. His opponent has 
issued a statement saying that he does not 
intend to make the indictment a part of the 
election process. But it is there, and it will 
hurt the senator. 

Grand Jury proceedings are a part of the 
common law because of the history of Star 
Chamber proceedings. Men were hauled 
from their beds at midnight, to face ac- 
cusers. The Grand Jury process supplanted 
that type of justice with one in which the ac- 
cuasations were by a jury of peers. 


Over the centuries Grand Juries have 
been of service, but there are some who 
wonder at the wisdom of continuing. A 
criminal indictment, at a time of election is 
a case in point. It is not proof of guilt, but it 
can most probably be a cause of defeat. 

Such was the case of Charles Gibbons, 
about 20 years ago. Mr. Gibbons, a man 
with an excellent reputation, a devoted ser- 
vant of the public, had been nominated for 
the post of Governor of Massachusetts, 
when the indictment was made known. He 
lost the election 

Mr. Gibbons repeatedly asked to have a 
trial on the charges. It was in vain. He 
never was tried. He died a broken man 

The power to indict is the power to 
destroy, and one can hope that this does not 
happen to Senator MacKenzie. 


The Building Inspector 


Tewksbury’s Building Inspector received 
a reprimand, last week from his superiors, 
the Board of Selectmen. They seemed to 
feel he could be a little more judicious in 
the exercise of his powers and duties. 

Building Inspectors, today, are almost 
state officials. They enforce state 
regulations which are changed from time to 
time by a state body. Their powers are 
more than used to be the case before the 
new building code. There were selectmen 
who felt that a Building Inspector should be 


a state rather than a town official. 

It seems to be a matter of interpretation 
of the code. One of the questions hinged on 
whether a two foot contour plan was needed 
for a “plot plan” or if a 10 foot contour plan 
was sufficient. A superior to Tewksbury’s 
inspector said that a 10 foot contour plan 
was sufficient 

There is an element of sophistication in 
this. Perhaps everyone can learn a little 
more - to give a little, and to take a little.

LEGAL NOTICE 

At a duly authorized meeting of the 
Board of Water and Sewer Com- 
missioners held the fifth day of August, 
1976 it was voted to amend the Town of 
Wilmington Rules and Regulations of 
Sewer Use 

ARTICLE Il, SECTION I as hereby 
amended reads as follows 

No unauthorized person shall un- 
cover, make any connections with or 
open into, use, alter, or disturb any 
public sewer or appurtenance thereof 
without first obtaining a written per- 
mit from the Superintendent.“finy per- 
son proposing a new discharge into the 
system or a substantial change in the 
volume or character of pollutants that 
are being discharged into the system 
shall notify the Superintendent at least 
forty-five (45) days prior to the propos- 
ed change or connection. 

ARTICLE III, SECTION 9 as hereby 
amended reads as follows 

All measurements, tests, and 
analyses of the characteristics of 
waters and wastes to which reference 
is made in these Rules and Regulations 
shall be determined in accordance with 
the latest edition of ‘Standard Methods 
for the Examination of Water and 
Wastewater,’' published by the 
American Public Health Association, 
and shall be determined at the control 
manhole provided, or upon suitable 
samples taken at said control manhole 

In the event that no special manhole 
has been required, the control manhole 
shall be considered to be the nearest 
downstream manhole in the public 
sewer to the point at which the building 
sewer is connected. Sampling shall be 
carried out by customarily accepted 
methods to reflect the effect of con- 
stituents upon the sewage works and to 
determine the existence of hazards to 
life, limb, and property. (The par- 
ticular analyses involved will deter- 
mine whether a twenty-four (24) hour 
composite of all outfalls of a premise is 
appropriate or whether a grab sample 
or samples should be taken. Normally, 
but not always BOD and suspended 
solids analyses are obtained from 24- 
hour composites of all outfalls whereas 
pH’s are determined 4rom periodic 
grab samples) 

(a) All industries discharging into a 
public sewer shall perform such 
monitoring of their discharges as the 
Superintendent and/or other duly 
authorized employees of the Town may 
reasonably require, including installa- 
tion, use, and maintenance of monitor- 
ing equipment, keeping records and 
reporting the results of such monitor- 
ing to the Superintendent. Such 
records shall be made available upon 
request by the Superintendent to other 
agencies having jurisdiction over dis- 
charges to the receiving waters. 

‘As hereby and above amended the 
Town of Wilmington Sewer Use Rules 
and Regulations shall remain in full 
force and effect.
